~The Real Estate Byluw. 

At the fegular meeting of the 
town council held on April 30 a 
bylaw to provide for the licensing 
and controlling of real estate deal- 
érs was ‘introduced and finally re- 
ferred to the bylaw relief and 
health committee, to report at next 
meeting. At the meeting held on 
May 14 'the committee stated that 
they had failed to agree on a re- 
port. ~* 

Councillor Simpson moved that 
the necessary steps be taken to re- 
peal the real estate bylaw of 1906. 
In speaking to his motion Coun- 
cillor Simpson stated that he did 
not | ¢lieve the council had the 
right to impose a license for the 
mere purpose of raising revenue, 
that unless the public good de- 
mandcd that the real estate busi- 
ness be regulated and controlled, 
that unless a bylaw to license also 
provided for the regulating and 
controlling of the business, as for 
instance the fixing of rates of com- 
mission, etc., he did not believe jit 
would be valid. 

Thus another element is intro- 
duced in the licensing problem. 


THE TOWN OF LACOMBE. 
“ By-Law No. 9. 

By-law to provide for poll-tax. 

The Council of the Town of La- 
combe enacts as follows:— 

1. Every male inhabitant df the

ARTIFICIAL NUTMEGS 


Artificial nutmegs are made in Bel- 
gium in 69 olever'a manner that thev 
can hardly ‘be distinguished from gen- 
uine ones, especially if mixed with thet 
latter. A chemical analysis has shown 
them to consist of a mixture of finely 
powdered nutmeg (from extracted of 
injuréd kernels) and about 20 per cent 
of minerdl substances. The following 
means of detection are recommended: 
—When the kernel are cut the well 
known plantlike structure so charac- 
teristic in genuine nutmeg is absent: 
if the kernels are treated for three or 
four minutes with boiling water they 
oe2s0me- soft, and can be rubbed up 
into a powder with the fingers; on be- 
ing burned they leave about 18 per 
cent of ashes, while true nutmeg con- 
tains only 2 to 3 per cent; the imita- 
tation nuts are generally much heavier 
than the genuine article.

Terrible Railway Wreck. 

Santa Barbara; Cal., May 12.—Twenty- 
nine dead and ascore of injured tonight 
comprise the causualtiies due to the 
wreck at Honda, yesterday of the Isma- 
lia ‘special train of New York and Penn- 
sylvavia Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, 
who were returning home from the an- 


nual meeting of the Imperial Council of 
the Nobles of the Mystic Shriners at 
Los Angeles. 

The train carrying 145 Shriners and 
friends from Ishmalia Temple, Buffalo; 
Rajah Temple, Keadinog, Pa,, and neigh- 
boring cities, was running north at fifty 
miles an hour on the Southern Pacitic 
coast line, when the locomotive struck a 
defective switch at the sandswept siding 
at Honda, near the Pacific ocean, along 
which the railroad runs for a hundred 
miles north of Santa Barbara, The loco- 
motive turned a somersault into the 
sands. The cars landed on the wrecked 
locomotive and the coaches were crusbed 
and took fire. The flames were soon ex- 
tinguished by the uninjured persons 
from the two rear coaches. As Honda 
is isolated it was not till late today that 
definite information of the wreck could 
be obtained, The bodies of 25 victims 


are pow at Santa Barbara and four wore | . 


at San Luis Obispo; The injured, many 
of whom are terribly hurt and some of 
whom may die, gre in the Sanitariumws 
at San Luis Obispo. 

The wreck occurred at 2:36 o'clock, an 
hour and forty minutes after the con- 
claves visiters, forming a merry party. 
left Santa Barbara. That the train was 
making terrific speed when it struck the 
detective track is borne out by the fact 
that it covered the 61 miles af crooked 
track from Santa Barbara to Honda in 
ove hundred minutes. The locomotive 
in leaving the rails tore up the track, 
badly twisting the steel rails, The bag- 
gage car half buried itself in the sand 
beside the locomotite. It was smashed 
almost to kindlingwood. The dining car, 
io which were 32 persons eating lunch 
eon, bounded into the air and fell di 
rectly op the demulished locomotive. 
Nearly every person in the dining car 
was instantly killed. Sceres were 
scalded by steam escaping from discon 
nected pipes.
